WASHINGTON, March 12. —As a result 
of the negotiations between Minister Dun 
in Japan and Minister Denby in China 
the terms of the peace about to be con- 
cluded between China and Japan are now 
known with little short of exactness. As 
understood in official circles they are as 
follows: 

“First—The treaty between Japan an 
China hastceased to exist by reason of 8 
war, but on the renewal of peace the new

country will surrender the extra terri- 
torial jurisdiction she formerly held in 
Japan. 

“‘Second—There will be no further exten- 
sion of Japanese territory on the main- 
land of Asia, but the Island of Formosa, 
a Cifinese possession lying off the coast, 
will be permanently ceded to Japan. 

Third— The Japanese will by treaty be 
granted the right to continue the occu- 
pation of Port ‘Arthur and Wei-Hai-Wei, 
the two great naval stations, leading to the 
Gulf of Percili, for a term of years. 

Fourth— The claims of China that Ro- 

rea is a dependency of hers shall be for- 
— relinquished and Korea shall hence- 
forth be independent:

The bill amends the Civil Code in one 
mespect, as follows: Rates of fare on 
cars must not exceed 5 cents for one fare 
for any distance under three miles; in cit- 
ies or towns with more than 100,000 in- 
habitants the rate of fares shall not ex- 
ceed 5 cents for one fare for any district 
in one general direction along the whole 
length of the road or its connections ope- 
rated by any one person or eeperoration, 


etc. 


The bill repeals the McCoppin act now in 
force in San Francisco. Several trivial. 
amendments, having no bearing on the 
vital principle of the bill, were introduced 
by Mr. Biggy and voted down. The San 
Francisco Senator then offered an amend- 
ment striking out sec. 3 of the bill, which 
repeals the McCoppin act. He proceeded to 
denounce the San Francisco delegation, 
which he said was here voting against 
the known wishes of their constituents, 
and any man voting against his amend- 
ments was a Southern Pacific hireling. 

Senator Arms, also a Democrat from San 

but _ scathing 
speech scored Mr. Biggy for what he called 
his unparliamentary language. He said 
that every time the name of a corporation 
was mentioned some Man got up and 
dropped his ears and brayed like an ass. 
The Senator’s language, he said, ought to 
be taken down, and if he were a man of 
honor he should apologize for it. Mr. 
Biggy came down the aisle during Mr. 
Arms’s remarks and some onlookers 
thought he was about to attack Mr. Arms. 
Mr. Biggy, however, passed by the latter, 
who never flinched, and, going to the desk, 
asked that the stenegrapher take down 
what he was about to say. He then re- 
tired to his seat, and when Mr. Arms had 
finished his arraignment, arose and said: 

Mr. President, the words of the Sena- 
tor make me smile.“ But it was a sar- 
donic smile, and his face was pale with 
rage. He went on to say that a combina- 
tion had been formed that had money to 
spend, and that that combination domin- 


ated the Senate. He had not been here a 


week at the last sessiog before he was 
offered $7000 for his vote on a railroad bill, 
and this session $8000 had been promised 
him for his vote on bills of interest to 
gas, water, telephone and railroad monop- 
olies, but that the portion of the bribe 
relating to the railroad bill was not to 
paid in full until he had returned to San 
Francisco.

EVENING SESSION. 

The news of Biggy’s expose attracted a 
large number of people to the evening ses- 
sion of the Senate. The author of the 
sensation was not in his seat when the 
roll was called. Despite Mr. Gesford’s 
objection. Senator Arms, on the motion of 
Senator Bert, was granted permission to 
introduce a resolution to investigate Mr. 
Biggy’s charge. 

Mr. Arms said that if an investigation 
committée was appointed he hoped he 
would not be made a member of it. Sena- 
tor Burke wanted the resolution to go 
over, as Mr. Biggy was not present. Sena- 
tors Orr, Gleaves and Seymour were op- 
posed to a continuance, and Senators Mar- 
tin, McAllister and Withington rather fa- 
vored it. 1 

Senator Biggy here entered calm and 
pale. Senator Seawell’s announcement 
“The Senator is here,” drew all eyes to 
the former, who appeared oblivious of the 
fact that he was the cemter of attention. 
Gathering, from Senator Seawell’s remarks 
that the resolution related to him, he 
asked to hear it read. As the clerk fin- 
ished, Mr. Biggy said simply: Mr. Presi- 
dent, I accept the resolution. 

Tbe question of making the resolution a 
special order for tomorrow morning was 
again raised, and Mr. Arms opposed it. 


| “Senator Biggy’s language,“ he said, re- 


flected om every Senator, and he thought 
it due to each member to take, it up at 
once. 

Mr. Biggy said: ‘I accept the sugges- 
tions of the Senator from San Francisco. 
I accept the suggestion, so far as the ap- 
pointment of the Senator is concerned. 
I realize the language I used, and realize 
the situation I am placed in. I submit 
to an investigation.“ 

The Senate, by vote, refused to post- 
pone consideration and adopted the reso- 
lution. At the close of the evening ses- 
sion, President Flint announced as the 


Committee of Investigation: Senators 
Simpson, Smith, 8 Seawell and 
Whitehurst. 


Senator Simpson says the committee 
will begin work tomorrow morning. He 
has requested Senator Dunn (Dem.). of 
San Francisco to be present. Senator 
Biggy said to the Times reporter that 
the situation had been forced on him by 
Senator Arms and by the bill as amended.

An interesting incident in Fair’s later 
life was his infatuation for a fair di- 
vorcee. This lady, whose home during 
her married life was in an adjoining 
county, but who had been resident of this 
city for some time, is a charming woman. 
Fair met her at a fashionable hotel, where 
she was staying, and at once it became 
evident that the millionaire was deeply 
impressed. The bonanza king was a hand- 
some man and, notwithstanding his gray 
hairs, his vigorous air did not leave him 
until his fatal illness. He proposed mar- 
riage to his inamorata, but despite his 
ardent wooing and his wealth of gold, the 
object of his affections refused her hand 
because she still loved her first husband. 

Fair was a keen judge of human nature, 
and he was not unaware that a woman's 
senses may be dazzled with a gitter of 
minions. The lady’s relatives were with 
him. He therefore determined upon a 
grand coup. One evening, when in a more 
confidential mood than usual, he spoke to 
the relatives of his lady love about a will 
which he had just made, and which left 
his property equally divided among his 
three children. By the provisions cf the 
other will the object of his affections was 
made richer than many princes of the 
royal blood. Her brother-in-law was made 
executor. er 

It was only a short time after this that 
the miltionaire — and died.

INTERVIEW WITH GEN. BARRIOS 
ON THE SUBJECT. 


Speaking About the Nicaragua Canal 
He Says the People of the Coun- 
try are Anxious to Have 
|

NEW YORK, March 12.—Gen. Barrios, 
special envoy to England from Nicaragua, 
is in the city. He was a passenger on the 
Umbria. 

Horatio Guzman, Minister to the United 
States from Nicaragua, came on from 
Washington and met him. Gen. Barrios 
is on a three-months’ leave of absence 
and will visit his home in Nicaragua be- 
fore returning to England. Referring to 
the Bluefields incident and the trouble 


said: 
That controversy has all been settled 
and Bluefields is now under the rule of 
Nicaragua. Eengland held off and took no 
part in the arbitration that led up to the 
agreement. By the treaty of 1860 at Mana- 
agua, England withdrew her protectorate 
from the Indians at Bluefelds. England 
did not, therefore, feel that she was 
called on to interfere when the Nicaragua 
government called the Mosquito Indians 
to an account for their depredations. Sat- 
isfactory reparation was made to Nica- 
ragua and.the trouble ended.” 2 

The Nicaragua Canal, which is arousing 
a good deal of interest in this country 
just now, according to Gen. Barrios and 
Minister Guzman, is attracting even more 


. 1 and interest in Nicaragua. Gen. 
‘Barrios said: 


The people of Nicaragua are eagerly 
waiting for this canal to be built. They 
feel that it is only a question of time un- 
til a high-waterway is constructed. They 
hope that the work will be done under the 
supervision of the United States. We 
would regret it if England or any other 
foreign power should assume the task of 
building the canal. I have watched with 
interest the treatment that the Nicaragua 
bill has received in your Congress and I 


will authorize the beginning of 
work.“ 

Minister Guzman is also enthusiastic 
for it. He said. 

“It would be a great thing for this 
country and also for our country. The 
United States should control the Nicaragua 
Canal in the west as England controls 
the Suez Canal in the east. The work 
that would be entailed in building the 
canal would give an impetus to our coun- 
try. I have talked with men at Washing- 
ton who are interested in the measure 
and I think, as does Gen. Barrios, that 
the work will be begun by the authority 
of the next Congress and will be pushed by 
the United States.“ 
Gen. Barrios will go to Washington and 
will remain there for several days as the 
guest of Minister Guzman.

VICTORIA (B. c.) March 12.—The 
Miowera arrived at 4:30 this afternoon, 
seyen days from Honolulu. She brought 
no deported revolutionists. It is under- 
stood that there were some offered, but 
the company desired to take no risk in the 
matter. Honolulu advices to March 5 are: 
Work consequent to the rebellion, so far 
as the military organizationg are con- 
cerned, was practically completed one Fri- 
day when the judge advocate of the Mil- 
itary Com n ammounced, that the gov- 
ernment had no more cases to briüg be- 
fore that body. All cases have been acted 
upon and sentences of only a few minor 
offenders have yet to be made known. 
Natives convicted have, as a rule, been 
‘sentenced to five years’ imprisonment at 
hard labor, the usual fine of $5000. being 
remitted by the President.

Details of the Surrender to the Jap- 
anese Navy.

Empress of India, via Victoria, B. C., 
March 12.) The news of the surrender of 
the Ping-Yuen squadron by Admiral Ting 
and the admirai’s suicide before the Jap- 
anese togk possession of the vessels, has 
been repeatedly told, but an interesting 
detail of the surrender has just become 
known. | 

The Japanese officers urged Admiral 
Ting to seek an asylum in Japan until the 
end of the war. This favor Ting politely 
declined on the ground that the enmity 
between the two nations forbade him to 
accept such a courtesy, although he appre- 
ciated the spirit in which it was tendered. 
On the morning of February 13 a mes- 
senger again presented himself, announc- 
Ing, as he came on board the flagship, that 
his leader had committed suicide im- 
mediately after writing a response to Ad- 
miral Ito’s letter offering an asylum. In 

dispatch Ting expressed thanks 
for the promise that his followers should 
be spared and asked that possession should 
not be taken of the forts, ships and other 
property before February 16. This request 
was granted in a communication addressed 
by Ito to the officer g the 
Ping-Yuen squadron."’ 

The loss of the Japanese in taking Wei- 
Hai-Wei is not fully known. Among the 
Chinese 1500 are believed to have been 
killed, 200 by drowning when the Lai- 
Yuen capsized and sank. Of the Japanese 

crews, nine were instantly killed, 
two mortally wounded, five frozen or 
drowned and thirty-one injured. All these 
casualties, as well as the loss of the two 
boats, occurred on the first night. 

During the two weeks of constant can- 
nonading Admiral Ito's mon-of-war suf- 
fered scarcely any material damage. 
Twenty-seven men were killed and thirty- 
eight injured. The captured ships re-

ACTION OF SECRETARY SMITH 
CAUSES ASTONISHMENT. 


Central Pacific Land Agent Mills 
Says it is an Extraordinary At- 
tempt to Suspend the Laws 
of the Country.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 12.—William. 
H. Mills, land agent of the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company, was shown a recent 
press dispatch dated Washington, in which. 
the statement is made that Secretary 
Interior Hoke Smith is de- 

min that no more patents for 
lands granted to subsidized railroads 
shall be issued until there has been 
a settlement of the debt due the govern- 
ment from these roads. When Mr. Mills 
was asked what view the railroad com- 
pany took of this action he replied: 

A Congressman of the State of Call- 
fornia during the session introduced a 
resolution in the House suspending the 
patenting of lands to the land-aided rail- 
roads of the country. The House of Rep- 
resentatives refused to pass his resolution. 
The Central Pacific Railroad Company is 
aot in default as to the payment of the 
money loaned by the government to aid in 
its construction, and this suspension, if 
it is true, is without warrant or authority 
of law. The Secretary of the Interior 
possesses no power to suspend the act of 
after 

Shortly the lands were granted 
to the Central Pacific Railroad Company 
they were used as the basis of security for 
a loan of $10,000,000 to aid in the con- 
struction of a railroad, and a mortgage 
represented by the bonds was placed upon 
the lands. These bonds have not yet been 


redeemed. A decision was rendered by 
the Supreme Court cf the United States 
which, in „ Geclares that mortgage 


to have been a legal <lisposition- of the 
land, within the meaning of the act. The 
lands are being sold for the purpose of 
satisfying that mortgage. The mortgage 
itself has been submitted to judicial de- 
termination and its validity as an in- 
cumbrance upon the land has been e 
upon by the highest court of the United 
States. To suspend the issue of title to 
the lands would be to arrest their sale 
and thereby to arrest the process of dis- 
charging a mortgage declared by the 
Supreme Court of the United States to be 
a valid lien on the lands.

The Captain Makes a Report of the 
Outrage to the fecretary 
of State. 


A Prompt Demand to be Made for an 
Explanation of the Gross Insult 
to the Flag of the United 
States.

NEW YORK, March 12.—The American 
mail steamship AHancia, which was pro- 
ceeding from Colon to New York on the 
6th inst., got sight of a barkentine-rigged 
steamer under the land off the eastern 
shore of Cuba, and which headed directly 
toward the Allancia. At 7 o'clock, when 
about two and a half miles distant, she 


hoisted the Spanish flag, which was ba- 
luted by hoisting the American ensign and 
dipping, which act of courtesy was an- 
swered by the Spanlarfxe. 

At 7:15 the latter fired a blank cart- 
ridge to lesward, soon followed by another. 
The American ensign was again hoisted 
and dipped," but the cource and. speed of 
the ship was not changed, no hostile dem- 
onstration being anticipated. The Allan- 
cia was then more than six miles off land. 
The Spanish man-of-war was not satisfied, 
however, with even the double salute, but 
proceeded to chase the American to the 
fullest speed. Seeing the Allancia draw- 
ing away she hauled to, bringing her guns 
to bear and fired a solid shot which struck 
the water less than an eighth of a mile 
‘away from the ship and directly in line. 
This was followed by two more solid shots 
which fortunately did not reach their 
mark, the second striking the water in 
| plain sight of the. ship. | 

At each shot the Spanish ship hauled to 
to get the range of the American ship be 
fore firing on her, plainly showing an in- 
tention to hit if she could. Capt. Gross- 
man of the Allancia, knowing he was more 
than two leagues from land and on the big 
high seas, ordered full steam and gradu- 
ally drew out of range. The chase was 
kept up for more than twentf-five miles, 
however. 

This outrage has been reponted to the 
Secretary of State by Capt. Crossman; and 
there is no doubt a prompt demand will 
be made on ‘the Spanish government for 
an explanation of the insult and a reason 
required for the attempt made to stop an 
American mail steamer on the high seas 
in time of peace. a 

Capt. J. A. of the Allancia, 
has written a letter to Secretary Gresham, 
giveng a full stetement of the Spanish 
woarship’s conduct, and closes as follows:

WRITES ONE THING, BUT 
PREACHES ANOTHER. 


Called to Account for His Acts by 
the Newspapers He Turns Loose 
His Dirty Sluices on 

Them.

VICTORIA (B. C.,) March 12.—Nanaimo 
has for the past month been the scene of 
a pitched battle between Rev. Mr. McRae, 
pastor of the Presbyterian Church, and H. 
Dean, city editor of the Nanaimo Free 
Press. The minister posed as a local 
Parkhurst, and announced sensational 
themes, drawing crowded houses. In the 
pulpit, however, he fought shy of his sub- 
jects, ‘his courage failing him. The Free 
Press advised bim to “discontinue his take 
advance notices or deliver the goods he 
contracted to supply.” | 

Then came a declaration of war by the 
preacher upon the unrighteous press. He 
denied the right. of any paper to criticise 
a minister of the gospel, who was a 
“servant of God’’ and, spying City Editor 
Dean in the congregation, pointed the fin- 


‘ger of scorm at him, and proceeded to ar- 


raign him for almost all the crimes in the 
calerdar. For a full hour and twenty 
minutes he poured out a torrent of in- 
vectives against Dean, whom he mentioned 
by rame repeatedly, and the paper with 
which he was connected. 

His text that evening happened to be a 
text from St. Paul's epistle to the Ro- 
mans, If it be possible, as much as you 
can, live peaceably with all men.” Such 
teaching was all very well in a general, 
way, the pastor informed his comzgregation. 


There were times, however, when one bad 


to demonstrate that he was not a sheep, 
and this was one of them. He wished 
every one present to understand that he 
had no hesitancy in taking up the gauntlet 
as champion of the church against the i- 
centious, lying, soul-slaying press; in fact, 
such a contest found him in his element.

MERTHANTS’ ASSOCIATION CON- 
SIDERING THAT QUESTION. 


A Number of Expcriments Will be 
Made in Order to Find Out 
Which is the Most 

Durable.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 12.—The Mer- 
chants’ Association, which has done good 
work in the matter of street-sweeping, and. 
thus giving employment to many deserving 
persons, has engaged Ernest McCullough 
as consulting engineer, with a view of in- 
vestigating the subject of paving the dif- 
ferent streets of the city. 

It is the intention to pave a number of 
blocks as an experiment, that a conclusion 
may be reached as to the best pavements 
in point of durability and economy. The 
experiences of other large cities in this 
connection will also be consulted, as it is 
the desire of the association to introduce 
the best system obtainable. 

The street-sweeping methods introduced 
by the association have been a pronounced 
success. All the streets this side of Chan- 
nel are swept, and Market street is cleaned 
four times a day. The old system of 
sweeping was found to be imperfect, and 
many of the streets were so filthy that 
from $40 to $50 per week was expended in 
cleaning them. Contracts were taken to 
co this work at two-thirds the cost, 80 
that the city has derived much benefit 
from the efforts of the association, which 
is allowed only $6000 per month by the 
street department.

WHITE RUFFIANS 


Fire on a Body of Negroes : 


at Work. 


Kill a Number of Them and Seriously 
and Fataliy Wound Many 
More. . 


The Shooting Takes Place on a Levee 
at New Orleans—The Police Do 
Nothing to Stop the 

Bloodshed.

NEW ORLEANS, March 12.—The thick 
fog early this morning was the veil be- 
hind which desperate white levee laborers 
gathered, and which they penetrated with 
Winchester rifles all aimed at the colored 
non-union workmen on the ships loading 
at the dock. The attack was made at 
points several miles apart just before the 
arrival of the police, and as a result 


there are half a dozen corpses and a dozen 
or so wounded men. 4 


The police saw the attack, but no ar- 
rests were made, they claiming they were 
too few to cope with the unexpected out- 
break. The day before the massacre all 
was quiet and the Governor saw no 
grounds for interference, but today the 


business men are denouncing both, the 


militia is in readiness to move, an appeal 
to the Federal government has virtually 
been made, and even the foreign consuls 
have decided to join in the move for peace 
at any price. 

The causes which led to the trouble 
have been of long standing and grew out 
of the attempt of ship agents and others 
interested to reduce rates. The white 
screw men claim that the colored men 
were given a share of the work, violated 
thel agreement in order to obtain more 
work, and gradually crowded the white 
men off. 

The white association then severed all 
ties with the blacks and refused to work 
with them or for the men who employed 
them. The white longshoremen joined 
the screw men in this. Since then the 
steamship lines have been gradually going 
over to the negroes. Lately the white 
screw men quit work on the lines still 
loyal to them, stating they would not work 


out. Several more lines then took on ne- 
gro laborers from necessity. 

The white unton finally determined to 
retaliate upon the stevedores by offering 
to reduce rates and deal with the ships 
direct. Ships in haste accepted the offer, 
but the agents stood by the stevedores. 
The latter offered to pay more than the 
screw men asked, but the screw men re- 
fused to deal with them. The agents of- 
fered to pay the screw men their wages 
and place the stevedores over them as 
superintendents, but this the screw men 
declined. Then the stevedores began im- 
porting colored screw men from Galveston, 
and the whites, growing desperate, broke 
looge in riots. 

The dead are: William Campbell, colored 
screw man, shot at Phillips street; Jules 
Calice Caribbe, shoemaker, shot in front 
of Lyon’s clothing store; unknown man, 
shot in vicinity of Cromwell Line; negro, 
in same vicinity, not yet identified; Leon- 
ard Mallard, a colored screw man. 

The injured are: James A. Bane, white, 
purser on the steamship Engineer, shot 
in the head twice, arm once, dangerously 
injured; Henry Brown, colored screw man, 
shot five times, both arms and both legs, 
wiil recover; Lem Perslen, colored, coal 
wheeler, shot seven times both legs, thigh 
and head, may recover; Lunis Cast, col- 
ored, employee sugar refinery, shot in the 
hip, will recover; Billy Williams, colored 
screw man, shot in leg, will recover; 
Frank Lighthall, colored, shot in the leg, 
dangerously; Marion Brooks, white long- 
shoreman, shot in right leg below knee; 
two negroes, names unknown, jumped into 
the river and are supposed to be drowned. 

Gen. John Glynn, commanding the State 
troops, was seen this afternoon by an As- 
sociated Press “reporter and asked what 
action the militia would take in case of 
further trouble. 

Gen. Glynn stated that he was en 


what was taking place; that orders re- 
ceived by him from the Governor were 
not. to be disclosed, but that orders is- 
sued by himself he could make public, 
and he had not given any, awaiting the 
commands of the Chief Executive. 

A visit was then paid to the British 
consulate.

An- 
other body has been identified as that of 
Henry James, a colored laborer. Henry

in search of work, and had just left the 

He received 
a load of shot in the body and was taken 
back to his home where he now lies in a 
dangerous condition. 
The police up to 8 o’clock tonight had 
made but two arrests in connection with 
the riot. Robert Brooks and Mike Fitz- 
patrick, both white screw men, were taken 
into custody early in the evening. Both 
were wounded, Brooks in the groin and 
Fitzpatrick im the wrisf, and are said to 
have been shot by their comrades during 
the promiscuous firing. The prisoners 
were charged with inciting to riot, and 
were remanded to await a hearing. 

Carefully reviewing the happenings of 
the morning, everything would seem to 
indicate the attack being a prearranged 
affair. It is rumored, and there is every 
reason to believe the rumor to be correct, 
that a secret meeting was held last night 
and the bloody affair of this morning care- 
fully mapped out. The details seem to be 
that the crowd of rioters who were sent 
uptown were residents of the ‘ower dis- 
tricts, while those who were sent down- 
town were those who live uptown. The 
guns and rifles which were used by the 
downtown men, who went uptown, seem to 
have been deposited in the various saloons 
along the levee. The men assembled 
somewhere in the vicinity of Nun street, 
and in a dense fog proceeded up the levee. 
t generally understood that 
sed by the men who went to 
town were taken to some place in the vi- 
cinity of the sugar refineries in a wagon, 
and then were .secreted until such time 
as they were required. It also seems to 
be agreed that the preconcerted attack and 
shooting should be done between 6:45 and 
7:30 a.m., a time when the men would be 
going to work. 

DETAILS OF THE RIOT. 

NEW ORLEANS, March 12.—Rioting was 
resumed on the levee at an early hour thie. 
morning. At the head of Josephine street 
on negro was killed by white seamen. In 
the vicinity of the French market several 
negroes were wounded. At about 7 o’clock 
fifty screwmen came to the Harrison-Crom- 
well line and fired at the negroes as they 
came along. About twelve were killed.

NEGROBS PANIC-STRICKEN. 

Port Warden McCubben said the rioters 

were from downtown, and did not belong 


to the screwmen. At 8:30 everything up- 


town was comparatively quiet with few 
weapons in sight. All the negroes had 
left the levee. The mob deposited their 


shotguns and es in bar-rooms. While 
this was on four negroes had been 
shot and one Cafibean killed at the 


French market. The trouble occurred at 
the landing of the Harrison lite steam- 
ships opposite Jackson Square In the fog 
a hundred armed men got through the 
guards of police and opened fire on the 
negroes at work. They fled in terror, 
some jumping into the river. Those who 
ran across the levee, in the direction of 
the square, were subjected to a deadly 
volley. The shots seemed to come from 
doorways, windows, galleries and the 
street. Look where they would the ne- 
groes saw pistols and heard reports, as re- 
volvers were Fach man ran 
in a different direction, and the poor crea- 
tures seemed to be panic-stricker. 
TOTALLY UNEXPECTED. 

Those whites not armed with revolvers 
picked up stones, clubs and other im- 
provised weapons and attacked the ne- 
groes. For many minutes firing was con- 
tinued on the river front, and the police 
made no move against the murderers. 
Not until every megro had fled did the 
white men desist. Joe Collins, Thomas 
Collins and one unknown negro have been 
killed. Two unknown negroes are 
wounded. The latter were taken to Charity 
Hospital. The entire police force has 
been called to the levee. Gov. Fowler has 
‘been telegraphed to, and it is reported 
that the military have been ordered to 
keep themselves in readiness. At this 
writing the members of the mob are 
drinking. The police fear more trouble. 
Another riot is expected any moment. 
The report. that a white longshoreman had 
been killed is denied. 

The time of the shooting seemed to have 
been fixed for the hour just preceding the 
beginning of the working day. As a usual 
thing the stevedores and longshoremen 
begin work at 7 o’clock, and it was just 
before that hour the firing began. It 
seems to have been totally unexpected, for 
the negroes were upon the levee in large 
numbers. They evidently believed there 
was a sufficient police force on the river 
front to protect them. 


DEAD AND WOUNDED. 


It is positively known that four negroes 
are dead. Of these three one is unknown; 
the fourth is a Carribean. At the hospi- 
tal there are eight wounded. Of this num- 
ah, two are dying. They are Henry Brown,

CALL FOR TROOPS.

WASHINGON, March 12.—The intima- 
tion that troops were needed at New Or- 
leans came from the United States Dis- 
trict-Attorney there. Atty.-Gen. Olney 
has replied that the State must first ex- 


haust its resources or deny protection be- 


fore troops can be used. 
RACIAL AGITATION. 

WASHINGTON, March 12.—The British 
officials here regard the present trcwble in 
New Orleans as part of @ racial agitation. 
The progress of the trouble is being 
closely observed by the British officials, 
though they feel confident the local au- 
thorities in Louisiana are doing every- 
thing pose%ble to suppress the disorder, 
and if the trouble passes beyond local con- 
trol, the Federal authorities will take such 
steps as are necessary tO protect foreigners 
and Americans alike.

NEW ORLEANS, March 12.—The Bureau 
of Freight Transportation held a special 
Meeting this morning to discuss the 
troubles, and requestéd the various com- 
mercial bodies to send delegates to a gen- 
eral meeting at 1 p.m., to take the neces- 
sary steps to protect commerce and the 
Kves and property of citizens.

One of the sensations of the session oc- 
curred during the debate over a substitute 
bill reported from the Assembly Commit- 
tee on Corperations, amending the law 
relating to street railroads. 

Mr. Biggy of San Francisco started the 
excitement by denouncing the bill es vi- 
cious, and said that under it all theptrans- 
fer system would be abolished, as the 
present Market-street system unites many 
different companies or corporations. 

He offered a series of amendments de- 
signed to kill the bill, but each was voted 
down by a large majority. His last amend- 
ment was to strike out the section repeal- 
ing the McCoppin act. ih 

Mr. Gesford of Napa made a strong plea 
against the repeal of the act of 1878. 

A very heated debate followed, in the 
course of which Mr. Biggy stated that 
he had been offered a large sum of money 
to join a certain combine to defend cer- 
tain measures. 

On being asked who were in the combine 
he replied: * 

J don't want to know,” said he. “I 
accuse mo man on the floor of ihe Hcuse 
but one man, and that is the man who 
asked me to go in. 

This caused a tremendous hubbub, and 
during it a vote on the last amendment 
was taken. Several Senators who had 
been voting against all the amemiments 
changed about, and Mr. Biggy’s amend- 
ment was adopted by a vote of 28 yeas to 
10 nays. The vote is as follows:

It was un- 
derstood the railroad was to settle with 
me when I went to San Francisco after 
I had left here at the end of the session.
